bubineaa  in  the  present  aenalnn  to 
put  the  bill  through  ita  further 
stagea.

the  probability  is  fewer  parcels  of 
property  would  -  revert  to  the  city 
each  year.  Tlie  "-train  of  tax  pay- 
ments IS  felt  less  when  the  period  of 
disbursement  is  at  short  and  regular 
intervals.  By  monthly  payments  the 
meetinK  of  the  tax  obligation  can  be 
made  a  matter  of  household  economy. 
Of  course,  with  taxet  to  high  ae  they 
•ire,  there  w  ill  still  Vie  property  owners 
who  will  be  unable  to  meet  their  dues, 
and  the  process'  of  lands  reverting 
will  continue  until  such  time  as  taxa 
tion  is  placed  on  a  more  equitable 
basis.  The  monthly  payment  system, 
however,  is  a  policy  of  thrift,  both 
for  the  individual  taxpayer  and  for 
the  municipality.  The  taxpayer 
benefits  in  that  he  or  she  can,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  better  a/Tord  to 
make  small  payments  frequently 
than  in  one  lump  sum.    The  •  city 

lienelits  because  the  more  it 
can  Fret  in  early  in  the  year  and 
throughout  the  first  eight  months  of 
the  «year,  the  less  it  has  to  borrow 
from  the  bank  to  carry  on  the  task 
of  administration.

Royal 
Oak.  failed  to  come  to  n  decision  re-

pality. 

Deputation.^  which  waited  on  the

w.ird.s  contended  Jii.st  .1%  Htreniiounly

,.i>  the  advanced  acale  proposed. 
li.oO  per  dsy  for  laborers,  with  {(c 
per  day  bonu^for  powder  men  and 
rock  workera.  and  IT  per  day  for 
teamaters. 

A  proposition  for  each  ward  to  pay 
n  scale  of  waRcs  which  might  be  con- 
fldered  fair  and  aiiproprlate  In  I'arh 
ward  was  considered,  but  unanimous 
favor  was  aot  tartbaomlhg  from  the 
t.^ouncll. 

The  argument  waa  advanced  that 
Saanlch  wages  should  be  tba  equal  of 
thoae  paid  la  Vlotorhi  aad  Baqolmalt 
and  other  aelghborlog  municipalities, 
but  It  waa  pointed  out  by  Councillor 
Oldfleld  thst  a  conalderable  difference 
existed  between  conditions  existinc  in 
Hasnlch  and  h  1  n'lKhboiM  .s.i  mu  h 
he  "aid.  was  a  distinctly  farnilnK  area, 
w  1'  reaa  \  lctorls  was  distinctly  urbsn. 
and  l::.t<iulmalt  waa  alao  placed  in  that 
category.  Councillor  OldftoM  argued 
that  Saanlch  was  a  farming  munici- 
pality, and.  aa  auch.  waa  forced  to 
meet  the  high  cost  of  atspiea  with  an 
Increaaed  ptlct  for  products.  The 
incrchaniM  In  Victoria  or  K.^nulnia  li 
he  pointed  out.  were  nt>li.  to  boost 
priiCM  on  ii.rr\  upward  fl  ml  iiat  Ion  of 
th>'  inarkel,  and  the  Kaani.  h  residents, 
except  tho«c  in  the  email  urban  <|uar- 
tera.  were  the  enea  who  suffered.
